If not, then here 
are the facts: The governor of Alabama, 
alarmed ‘over inéreasing deaths, ordered 
the State Patrol to crack down on speeders 
and other serious violators. In Alabama, 
you stay under the 60-mile speed limit or 
go to jail. Highway tragedies in Alabama 
dropped off sharply. 

South Carolina, with one of the larg- 
est State Patrol forces of any Southern 
state, shows no leniency to wilful traffic 
violators. Highway safety campaigns are 
developing in North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, Florida and other states which | 
heretofore have been lax.

Greater Unit Yields 
Needed for Prosperity 


The Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce has developed a program for 
agriculture in Georgia which calls for 
a $50,000,000 annual increase in the:in- 
come of the state’s farm families. It is 
not an unattainable goal. 

_ Associate Dean Paul Chapman of the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture 
points out that it can be achieved in one 
crop alone-—cotton—simply by increas- 
ing the per-acre yield to that equal to 
the record of seven other neighboring 
cotton-producing states. 

“If the 1951 crop had produced 400 
pounds of lint per acre instead of 321 
pounds, this additional yield in lint and 
seed at last year’s prices would have 
added $47,000,000 to the cotton income. 
In other words, the value of cotton 
would have been about $245,000,000 in- 
stead of $195,000,000,” he pointed out. 

As costs of production increase, the 
farmer must achiéve efficiency and 
greater unit preduction if he is to main- 
tain a fair margin of profit. Every acre 
can’ be made to produce more through 
proper usage and fertilization. Acres 
unsuited to cotton production must be 
turned to more profitable use.

to the convention from each of the states: 


and the outcome of the battle over the presi- 
dential nomination could easily turn on 
which group is seated. 


From the way things are stacking up, it 
appears that the Taft people will be in con- 
trol of the key credentials committee, which 
passes on all contests of the kind, subject to 
later ratification by the convention. If any 
shenanigans take place on the committee 
and Taft wins the nomination by virtue of 
the votes thus gained, then a.breach seems 
certain to come which might make the 
nomination worthless to the winner, 


For there is no mistaking the deep feel- 
ing of resentment that has been aroused 
among Eisenhower supporters by the Texas 
incident. Charges of ‘‘burglary’’ and ‘‘steal- 
ing’ have resounded throughout the land 
both in the press favorable to the general 
and from the leaders associated with his 
campaign. No one can deny that the Taft 
steamroller did a perfect job of flattening 
out the Eisenhower opposition in Texas. 


Most observers agree that a heavy re- 
sponsibility has been placed on Senator Taft 
to correct the situation when the national 
convention comes to take up the contested 
delegate cases. If he pursues the hard and 
callous line of his managers, seating those 
delegates favorable to him, he will have 
much to answer for. 


The Republicans lost another presidential 
election by tactics similar to this back in 
1912, when the present Ohio senator’s father, 
President William -Howard Taft, defeated 
Theodore Roosevelt for the nomination by 
refusing to seat delegates pledged to him. 
That was the thing that caused Roosevelt 
and his followers to walk out of the GOP 
convention and to organize the Bull Moose 
Party, precipitating a split that paved the 
way for an easy victory by the Democrats 
under Woodrow Wilson.

Atlanta—In this column of May 28 there 
appeared a letter by Felton Brown of Ma- 
con. Mr. Brown termed the Reserve Offi- 
cer Training Corps ‘‘a waste of the tax- 
payers’ money.” 

Senior Division ROTC cadets pay their 
own tuition. The government furnishes only 
the military installation and a staff of in- 
structors. The cost for maintaining the 
ROTC program is negligible when compared 
with the contribution the program makes to 
our nation’s defense. 


By the middle of 1941, 56,000 reserve offi- 
cers, chiefly ROTC graduates, had been 
called into service. General Marshall later 
wrote: 

“Though ROTC graduates composed 12 
per cent of the war officers, its most impor- 
tant contribution was the immediate avail- 
ability of its product. Just what we would 
have done in the first phases of our mo- 
bilization and trainihg without these men I 
do not know. I do know that our plans 
would have had to be greatly curtailed and 
the cessation of hostilities on the European 
front .would have been delayed accord- 
ingly. We must enlarge and strengthen the 
system.” 

As a taxpayer, I accept the judgment of 
General Marshall more teadily than I do 
that of Mr. Brown. The training an ROTC 
cadet receives, plus the academic education 
which he must pursue, renders him espe- 
cially capable to assume the duties of an 
officer. ED BLAIR.

There Are Many 
Types of Baths 


I plan to write three days about taking a 
bath. Offhand, one would think that is not 
a very dignified subject for me to be dis- 
cussing. However, the prophet Elisha once 
told a man to go and take seven baths, (11 
Kings ‘ 5:10.) 

We are familiar with the teacher who ex- 
plained that unselfishness means going 
without something you 
need.. One little boy in 
the class said, ‘‘Téacher, 

I am unselfish because I 
go without a bath when 
I need one.” 

There are other types 
of baths. I am told that 
one should drink eight 
glasses of water a day 
which gives us a second 
type of bath. Then, when 
one takes proper exercise, 
the circulation of our blood is stimulated 
which gives the blood vessels a bath! 


A fourth bath we need is one for’ our 
lungs. Especially in a city do we breathe in 
a lot of smoké, dust and dirt. Large amounts 
of clean, fresh air breathed deeply into the 


_ Jungs is another form of bathing. Those are 


four of the seven baths we need. - Now let 
me discuss more fully three other baths we 
need even more. 


We need to bathe our emotions. In ref- 
erence to our emotions, cleansing and con- 
trol mean almost the same. Nothing de- 
stroys a person’s personality like emotional 
upheavals. Uncontrolled emotion can make 
a beast out of a fine person. 

I read about a conference of businessmen 
in which everybody was becoming agitated. 
Suddenly, one of the men went over and lay 
down on a couch. Someone asked, ‘‘Are you 
Sick? ‘‘No,’’ he replied, ‘‘I am getting mad 
and I have discovered that it is very diffi- 
cult to get mad lying down.” 

Complete relaxation is a good way to 
emotionally bathe. When one becomes an- 
gry, usually he raises his voice, clenches 
his fist, and presses the floor with his foot. 
When you feel an emotional volcano rising 
within you, concentrate on keeping your 
hands relaxed and your voice low. 

Jealousy, hate, anger, fear, lust, selfish- 
ness, or any of the destructive emotions can 
be undercut by stopping dead still for a 
moment. ‘‘Count up to 10" is psychologi- 
cally sound. 

Someone discovered something better. 
This person noted that the first petition of 
the Lord’s prayer has 10 words—‘‘Our Fa- 
ther which art in heaven, Hallowed be thy 
name.’’ When one, under the strain of some 
emotion, repeats slowly those words it is like 
washing your hands when they are dirty— 
the unclean emotion is washed away. 

Dirt, if left on our bodies, can set up an 
infection. So, unclean emotions, if we keep 
them, can become what we call complexes. 
They become fixed and hard and very diffi- 
cult to cleanse.

Cheese is one food that is popular with just about every family. 
If you’ve taken the man of the house shopping with you he probably | 
turned out to be an avid cheese buyer. Once the cheese is bought the 


problem is how to best store it. 


Here are some tips: If the cheese is natural cheese, remove the 
original wrapper and rewrap tightly in aluminum foil. Be sure to 
press the foil close to the surface of the cheese so there are no 
air pockets. Then store in the refrigerator. 


If it is process cheese, all of 
it is clearly labeled, the cheese 
will keep very well unopened if 
the original package is in good 
condition. f 


Once some sliges are cut then 


cover the end with foil shaping it 
into a cap. Pleat the corners and 
pull it tightly

Process cheese may be frozen 
successfully up to 30 days at 
zero temperature but this is im- 
practical because the cheese 
will keep that long in an ordi- 
nary refrigerator. So save your 
freezer space for other foods 
that require it. 

One of the cheese classics of 
all time is smooth, weii seasoned 
Welsh Rabbit. It makes an ex- 
cellent supper dish served on 
crisp toast, garnished with strips 
of bacon.
